misleading statements even when they are part of 
anexpert'sreport. The prospectus which consists 
ofa number of highly-coloured extracts culled 
from professional reports is a familiar friend. 
We do not know that these reports indulge so 
much in positive falsehood as in roseate anticipa- 
tion. . But we are aftaid that too many of them, 
although not directly false, are “misleading.” To 
render the authors of a prospectus liable for the 
prevarications of their accountants, enginecrs, 
and chemists is apparently an advance upon the 
existing law although involving nonew principle 
But here, again the director. or romoter ‘is 
allowed to rebut the presumption of fraud. In 
order to shelter himself behind an expert's report, 
he will be required ‘to prove that the extracts 
“quoted in the prospectus are fair extracts, 
and not picked out so as'to mislead, and that he 
had reasonable grounds for belicving it. to be 
authentic, to have beeh-made in good faith, and 
its author ‘to bea competent person. It is 
noteworthy that the Bill’ is framed to catch 
directors whom the prospectus stats to have 
agreed to “join after allotment.” These will 
‘be presumed to guarntitee the statements in a 
prospectus like the rest. They wi] only be.able 


to evade their responsibility for the~ prospectus | 


by showing that their consent to become directors 


was never given or was withdrawn intime. — |- 


Are these Bills too hard upon promoters and 
directors of companies? Will they increase the 
evil they are intended to cure, by making it 
difficult to find: honest and substantial men 
willing to undertake the directorship of public 
companies? This is the view held in some 
financial’ circles, It is said. that the sisks of. 
launching and managing public companies will 
become prohibitive for those who have anything 
to lose; and that the field will be left to.shady 
adventurers, Another set of critics are found in 
tha legal profession. Sir Horace Davey consi- 
ders that Mr. Warmington has sprend his nét too 
wide, He holds thatthe word * misleading " will 
‘be impossible to construe.’ Surely a misleading 
statement ‘is one which, by reason of its 


ambiguity or ofleaving something material unsaid, |. 


would be likely to mislead a person of ordinary 
intelligence. It is one of those questions which 
a Judge or jury is often called upon to answer, 
The need for amplifying the liability of directors 
in some such way is’ vouched for by Mr. 
Labouchere, who in the debate in’ Committce 
observed that “he would undertake to write 
‘n most incisive paragraph without a single 
word of untrith which, nevertheless, would 
convcy an entirely falsc impression.” So ex- 
cellent an authority cannot be controverted. Nor’ 
do we believe that Mr. Warmington, who is suz+ 
ported by the Attorney-General; has put too much 
“qtiffening” in his Bill. There can be no two 
opinions about bringing the invisible promoter 
within the nieshes of civil fav for a pro- 
spectus which he has:Jaunched under the names 
of others. Then as to ‘directors, will it be such 
a grave calamity if “dead, heads”. who are at 
present willing to lend their names to a new 
\company in return for directors’ fees are in future 
‘deterred from ‘hiring out their respectability ? 
The only result would be that the bubble com- 
panies now floated under cover of their names 
would remain‘ unborn.: As for the more capable 
men.of business, they are jnot likely to be: 
frightened from embarking in: undertakings 
of ‘the soundness of which they are 
persuaded. Inotead of quitting the field, 
they will merely be stimulated to greater 
vigilance, Even if capable directors became 
rarer, it is rather ridiculous to assume that we 
should be compelled to takethe shady adventurer, 
Limited lability is not essentialto the continuity 
of soctety; andif we cannot have it without 
dishonest or incompetent dircctors it willcertainly 
be discarded altogether. Atthe same time we 
do not ant'cipate any such result.
